These can be 
regarded as the British ' contribu- 
tions to the discussions Inaugurated 
last week by M. Massigli, the French 
expert. They follow largely the old 
British proposals and categories 
suggested in them, namely, for 
capital ships. 
_ Alreraft carriers and cruisers are 
subdivided into two classes, crulsera 
with eight inch guns and those with 
guns of six inch and a lower calibre, 
destroyers and submarines. 

Regarding small cruisers and 
destroyers, it is understood that the 
proposals leave the way open for an 
arrangement whereby a complete 
transfer to 100 per cent. might be 
made betweon crufsers of six inch 
guns and leas calibre and the 
destroyer class, this elasticity being 
designed to enable certain countried 
‘to fulfil special . requirements - in 
these classes of ships. 

It is delieved that a compromise 
will be found to form a satisfactory 
basis for further discussion and that 
the conference will be able soon to 
devote itself to other. problems.

PRINCE TAKAMATSU WED TO 
SHOGUN’S DAUGHTER 


HONEYMOON IN ENGLAND 
Tokyo, To-day. 
With a simple but solenin cere- 
mony Prince Takamatsu, the Em- 
peror of Japan’s second brother, 
was wedded this morning, fo 
Kikuko Tokugawa, grand-daughter 
of the last Shogun, thus uniting 
the world’s oldest reigning house 
with. the once all-powerful house 
of Tokugawa, which were for two 
and a half centurles the de facto 
rulers of Japan. 


The ceremony was performed 
before Kashikodokoro, “the place 
of awe,” in which is enshrined the 
spirit of the Sun Goddess, by the 
Imperial Progenetrix in the pre- 
sence of none but the immediate 
relatives and Court, ritualists. in 
accordance with ancient Shinto 
rites. Both were clad in ancient 
ceremonial attire. ; 

After the ceremony the newly- 
married pair proceeded in a clos- 
ed coach to Prince Takamatsu’s 
palace under a cavalry escort. 

The bride and bridegroom leave. 
for England on April 21 to return 
thanks for Prince Henry's visit 
last year. They will gpend about 
a year abroad in travelling, there- 
by setting a precedent as the first 
Imperial couple to spend their 
honeymoon ,in this manner. Bril-

QUESTIONS ON THE SOVIET 
ACTION AN EXPEDIENT 


London, Yesterday. 
Mr. Arthur Henderson, the For- 

elgn Secretary, was almost over- 
whelmed with questions in the 
House of Commons in regard to 
British and Russian relations, and 
mildly protested at their number,’ 
pointing out that since October £9' 
he had answered 101 questions re- 
lnting to the Soviet, of which 42 
were directly on the subject of pro- 
paganda (Conservative cheers). He 
had already made clear that the 
Government were firmly determined 
not to be rushed into hasty judg- 
ments on this matter (ironical Con- 
sorvative cheers). The Govern- 
ment would not hesitate to take 
the House into its confidence in case 
of serious complatntsa arising, but 
they must firstly judge, and regard 
action as an expedient and neces- | 
sary safeguard of British interesta. 
'He appealed to the House not to at- 
tempt to magnify or create incid- 
ents or complicate relations by rals- 
ing embarrassing questions. 


Pressed by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, Mr, Henderson declined to re- 
ply to one question as regards the 
propaganda position, saying that 
there were occasions*‘when the pub- . 
lc interest demanded silence. Later 
he said that the negotiations on the 
debt queations were proceeding.— 
Reuter. 


Foreign Secretary’ ‘Bilence

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


New York, Jan. 12. 

“A survey of industrial, business 
and’ financial conditions in the 
United States, conducted to-day by 
the United Press, indicates that 
there are substantial advance orders 
and that the confidence ot 
the general public has been largely 
restored by such factors as the ad- 
ministrations’ “prosperity pro- 
yramme.’ 

Increased activity is being mani. 
fest in the steel industry, as shown 
by reports of U. S. Steel, Bethlehem 
Steel and other Jarge companies. 

Favourable Factors 

A five per cent, increase in em- 
ployment has been recorded, Fur- 
ther incrense is anticipated as a 
result of the starting of construc- 
tion work all through the country. 
The automobile industry reports in- 
creased sales, which doubtless have 
been stimulated by the two New 
York shows during recent weeks. 

Chain stores report that busi- 
ness ig good and that the stock 
market, crash ‘does not appear to 
have had an adverse influence on 
the buying power of the average 
citizen, 

These factors combine to indicate 
that 1930 is getting away to a fly- 
ing start in the United States 
despite the unfortunate “stock 
market debacle. Unfilled auto- 
mobile orders, it is estimated, total 
68,000, with a 1930 production 
ostimated at 5,000,000 units.

of the Continent. :

VESSEL'S CURIOUS. 
PLIGHT . 


WHAT HAPPENED WHEN’ 
_ WEIGHING ANCHOR — 


A SMASHED ‘WINDLASS 

he gales played untold 
havoc with shipping, but few 
vessels met with a more curious ex- 
perience than the German East 


African line Adolph Woermann’ 


(8,577 tons), which ‘arrived off 
Southampton from Durban. 

The vessel came up Channel in 
a fierce gale and dropped anchor 
off the Nab Buoy in St. Helen's Bay 
to awalt a pilot. When in due 
course an attempt was made to 
weigh anchor, it was found that one 
of her “hooks” had fouled a sub- 
merged object and could ‘not be 
raised. Her other anchor was be- 
ing hauled in when that also fouled 
an obstruction. 
of the ship due to the heavy seas, 
coupled with the sudden check on 
the winding process, smashed the 
windlass. 

It was a curious plight for ao 
vessel to be in when so near port; 
and the only way out was taken by 
the agents of the German East 
African services, namely, to send 
down a tug equipped with actylene 
burners so that the anchor's chains 
might be burnt through. That 
operation was carried out in ap- 
proximately half an hour, and after 
the chains had been buoyed the 
Adolph Woermann proceeded to 
Southampton, where she docked. No 
time was lost in making arrange- 
ments for the necessary repairs, and 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff were to 
fit a’‘new windlass, which was being 
gent Crom Newcastle. 

It. was hoped to recover the 
two anchors, each weighing 414 
tons, from thelr position in St. 
Helen’s Bay, Failing .their re- 


covery in time to permit of this, ; 


the Adolph Woermann was to be 
equipped with two new anchors. 

The vessel's enforced stay at 
Southampton had necessitated ar- 
rangements being made for the 
transportation of her passengers to 
Hamburg, and they left South- 
ampton via Harwich for Germany. 
There were only}24 of them, as the 
veasel . was practically cleared at 
Genoa.’

A CANAL | SYSTEM 


His firat programme is the con- 
struction of a Great Northern Port 
on the Gulf of Pechili linked by a 
system of railways to the North- 

» western boundaries of China with 
a simultaneous colonisation of Mon- 
golin and Sinkiang. Subsidiary to 

_ this scheme is the construction of 
& canal system linking the Port 
with the waterways of North and 
Central China and the development 
of the iron and coal fields in Shansi 
including the establishment of Iron 
and Steel Works. 

The first difficulty encountered is, 
the Jack of suitable gjtes for the. 
Great Northern Port, There are 
available the estuaries of the Naiho 
and Chiho rivers, the Ta-Ching-Ho, 
river and the porta of Chinwangtao 
and Hulutao. 

Inland Waterways 

Dr. Sun Yat-sen states that the 
first two of these are too far from 
the decp water line and too near to 
frefh water with its increased, ten- 
dency to freeze in winter. He fur- 
ther points out that the ports of 
Chinwangtao and Hulutao fare un- 
suitable because they are too far 
away from the centres of popula- 
tion and would therefore be unpro- 
fitable as commercial ports. His 
choice falls on the Ta-Ching-Ho 
Estuary -which is a small river 
about half way between the Haijho 
and Chinwangtao. Here there is 
deep water within a mile of the, 
shore and the river {s too small to 
pring down much silt or materially 
to dilute the seawater with fresh 
‘water. It can also be readily con- 
nected by canal with the inland 
‘waterways of north China, which 
can not be done in tine case of Chin- 
wangtao or Hulutao. 

New Railway System

ping the resources of Mongolia 
directly and feeling such a port;

Sir Evelyn Murray, Secretary to 
the Post Office, was questioned in

Mrs. Lowe: Historically woman 
in the Post Office is looked upon 
as an inferior being to the malo 
variety? 

Sir Evelyn: At any rate she is 
becoming numerically predominant. 

Mrs, Lowe: And you think she 
may make up the inequatity in an-

Sir Evelyn: That is usually tho 
ease elsewhere. (Laughter.) 

Representatives of the various 
staff organisations of tho Post 
Office came before the Royal Com- 
mission, when Sir Evelyn Murray 
and Mr, E, Raven, second secretary 
to the Post Office, continued their 
evidence. 

Sir Evelyn Murray described the 
Post Oflice as pioncers in the em- 
ployment of women so far as the 
Civit Service was concerned, 
Throughout the Post Office women 
had separate seniority lists and 
separate avenues of promotion. 
There were no women in the execu- 
tive class or in the administrative 
class, 

Lord Tomlin (Chairman): Is 
there any difference in the charac- 
ter of the work in the same 
branches of the department? 

Sir Evelyn: In most of the de- 
partments a woman is assigned to, 
man has superior work. In, the 
London telephone service men and 
women are employed in identical 
duties in clerical work. 

Supervision Problem 

Sir Evelyn added that the system 

separate lists for men and 
women had worked extremely well, 
and most of the controlling officers 
and heads of departments were in 
favour of the system being retain- 
ed, 

“Any change,” he added, “would 
meet with considetable opposition 
from the male section of the staff, 
and it was a point on which the 
women were not unanimous. I 
would like to see the experiment of 
the morging of the tests made in 
one of the departments, I think 
that women would have to reckon 
with the fact that for some time to 
come they might get a less pro- 
portion of supervising posts. than 
they have at present. [t would in- 
volve the ‘supervision of men by 
women, No doubt there are a cer- 
tain number of women quite com- 
petent to do so, but my impression 
is that for some years to come the 
majority of the promotions would 
go to the male staff.” 

Lord Tomlin:: Is that becauae 
there is a higher proportion of men 
than women, or do you mean be- 
cause of some superiority? ~ 

Sir Evelyn: [ should regard 
them as more suitable for promo- 
tion than women, - 

In a further discussion on the 
question of having the’ same 
seniority lists for men and women, 
Sir Evelyn said that the present 
system had been handed down; it 
had been really nobody's interest to 
check it. There had been no 
logical reason for supporting the 
view of separate lists, 

-Lord Tomlin suggested that 
groups of men and groups ‘of 
women would. work batter in 
separate rooms. Sir Evelyn agreed. 

Lord Tomlin: The objection is 
really the difficulty which may re- 
sult from having ono sex supervis- 
ing the other.

LAKE DISTRICT A 
NATIONAL PARK ~ 


PRESERVING “FELLS AND 
FARMS 


COMMISSION OF CONTROL? 


Acclaim tha’ the whole of the 
Lake District should be preserved 
as a National Park was put before 
the Government Committee set up 
to discuss the question of National 
Parks. 

Dr, T. R. Burnett; Mr.. Kenneth 
Spence, and Mr. R. S, Chorley, re- 
presenting jointly. committees ap- 
pointed by the Lake District exten- 
sion of the National Countryside, 
and the Pell and Rock Climbing 
Club, proposed the formation of a 
National Commission, to include re- 
presentatives of the most important 
societies concerned with amenities, 
local administrative bodies, Innd- 
owners, and the organisations intor-| 
ested in the preservation of the Dis- 
trict. 

They divided the Lake ‘District 
into three regional, types, requiring 
different treatment: ‘ 

Open fell country, to be preserved 
untouched; 

Dale Jands, where farm life would 
be preserved, and rigid restrictions 
imposed on building; and 

Other land within “he district, 
which should be brought within the 
scope of town-planning schemes. 

Camping Huts 

Mr, L. S. Amery, M.P., suggested 
the formation of two types of park: 

Smaller areas, accessible to in- 
dustrial districts, and provided with 
permanent accommodation, and 
motor camp sites; and 

Large’ areas in wilder regions, 
provided with limited uccommoda- 
tion on the lines of the hut syatem’ 
of the Swiss Alpine Club. 

Mr. John Bailey‘ and Mr. \H. 8. 
Hamer, on behalf of the National 
Trust, defined a -national park as 
essentially a large area of wild 
nature, undisfigured and unadorn- 
ed,

Join-Manila With 
World 


Curtis H. Nance, Vice-President 
and General Manager, Radio Cor- 
poration of the Philippines, writes 
in the Manila Bulletin:— 

Around thirty years ago Marconi 
succeeded In transmitting a signal 
from Newfoundland to Ireland, 
marking the first successful span- 
ning of any great distance-with a 
message sent without wires, 

Since then we have seen rapid 
changes in this infant in the com- 
munication field. The invention of 
the three element vacuum tube by 
Dr, Lee de Forest and the impetus 
given radio by the war, put it ona 
sound commercial basis. 

Several notable cases,

just as reliable communication as 
that older form. 

Practically ali of the, real_com- 
mercial development of radio in the 
world has come within the Inst ten 
years, and in’the Philippines, .with- 
in the past three years. . .

Up to the present, Radio Corpora- 
‘tion of the Philippines, which is a 
subsidiary of Radio Corporation of 
America, and whose circuits connect 
with the world wide system of that

Another now comer: into the 
radio communication field is the 
Robert Dollar Co. While detailed 
information as to their plans for in- 
Stallation of equipment and ultimate 
scope of operation have not been 
divulged, it [s understood that the 
most of their efforts will be direct- 
ed towards maintaining communica- 
tion with their many ships, both in 
‘trans-oceanic and “in inter-island 
service, 

Their present ‘transmitting ' unit 
is located about 5 kilometres from 
Manila just off the San Juan 
road, with a temporary receiving 
station located at their downtown 
office. : 

Radio Corp. of the Philippines 

Radio Corporation of the Philip- 
pines began trans-oceanic commer- 
cia} service in June, 1927, following 
experimenal tests of several months. 
Direct communication was’ imme- 


diately carried ‘on with San: Fran- 


cisco. Its marine station has 
been in constant operation with 
ships at sea since November, 1924. 

Additional direct trans-oceanic 
circuits were rapidly developed with 
Berlin, giving o European outlet; 
with. Buenos Aires, connecting 
South America and the Par East; 
and with Hong Kong, Shanghai, 
Osaka, Bandoeng, Saigon and 
Bangkok, , 

The RCP transmitting group is 
located at Manila Heights, six kilo- 
Metres from Manila. At present 
there are in operation there cleven 
short-wave, one broadcast, and one 
marine transmitters, ranging in 
power from 1 to 40 kilowatts, One 
of the short-wave transmitters is 
used for short-wave broadcasting, 
and another for marine work.: . 

. The receiving group is lotated at 
Novaliches about eleven kilometres 
north of Manila and includes two 
long wave, thirteen short wave and 
one marine receivers. ° Another 
larger receiving group is belng con- 
structed at Muson in the municipal 
ity of Bocauc, Bulacan, to care for 
increasing traffic in: trans-oceanic 
service to San Francisco, Berlin and: 
Buenos Aires, with nine ‘Oeparate 
receivers. 

Broadcasting... - 

The first radio telephone in the 
Islands was exhibited ~at-the Car- 
nival Exposition of 1919 by the 
Electrical Supply Company. Direct 
phone communication was held’ be- 
tween this set and a aimilar one 
located three kilometres away at 
the home of Mr. Henry 
manager of that concern.

‘New York; Jan. 30. 

. Trans-Pacific radiotelephone ser- 
vice soon will make it possible for 
Manila to say “hello” to New York 
and for businessmen in San Francis- 
co to pick up their telephones and 
‘call for numbers of firms on the 
Escolta or residences in Pasay. - 

Tt was revealed to-day that trans. 
Pacific radiotelephony on a commer 
clal scale is the next step in expan- 
sion of around-the-world telephone 
service after opening of the Hnk 
between New York and Buenos 
Aires, 

According to experts attending 
the convention of. the American 
Institute of Electrical engineers the 
trans-Pacific radiotelephone circuit 
is coming sooner than had been 
anticipated only a short time ago. 

The New York to Buenos Aires 
circuit has beon tested and regular 
service is expected to start within 
a few weeks, To-day, experts of 
the ‘American Telephone & Tele- 
graph company admitted -that the 
question of trans-Pacifie radiotele- 
phone service is now under con- 
sideration, However, the con- 
sideration has rotvprogressed to a 
stage sufficient to warrant an oficial 
public announcement of definite 
plans, 

To a 'United Press ataff corres. 
pondent it was admitted, neverthe 
less, that before the end of 1930 
plans will be laid definitely to bring. 
the Orient into direct telephonic 
communication’ with the United 
States, |‘ The. first circuits will 
operate especially to Manila, Hono- 
lulu and Tokyo. 

It is pointed out that atmospheric 
conditions in the Pacific basin are 
ideal for trans-ocean telephony. 

To make the trans-Pacific service 
possible and satigfactory a power- 
ful radiotelephone station would 
have to be constructed either in San 
Francisco ‘or Los Angeles. . It would 
have to have power equal to tho 
station at Lawrenceville, New Jer’ 
sey, which is transmitting commer- 
celal business, between the United 
States and Europe and which will 
handle the business between New 
York and Buenos’ Airey.—United 
Press. 


IN CANADA 


The Popularity. of Radio 
Demonstrated: 


Evidence of the “growing popu- 
larity in Canada of the radio is 
given in a recent official statement 
to the effect ‘that in the first seven 
months of the Canadian Govern: 
ment current fiscal year, that is 
from April 1 to October $1, 1929, 
licences had been issued to 260,488 
persons, an increase of 60,000. com- 
pared with the’ number {ssued in 
the corresponding period last year. 
Though ‘radio broadcasting was in- 
troduced to the world only ‘nine 
years ago, it fa now regarded a3 
practically a neceeaity by many peo- 
ple.
